Two French armies striking simultaneously on a wide front 


between the Oise and the Aisne and north of the Oise today made 
extensive gains. General Mangin's troops drove a deep wedge 
into the enemy front, taking hundreds of prisoners and threaten- 
ing to out-flank the German position on the southern end of the 
Hcardy end and on the western edge of the Soissons-Rheims line. 


The enemy has been forced to withdraw his heavy artillery, 


beyond Noyon according to the Hour, a leading Paris newspaper, 
this afternoon.

Two French armies striking simultaneously on a wide front 


between the Oise and the Aisne and north of the Oise today made 
extensive gains. General Mangin's troops drove a deep wedge 
into the enemy front, taking hundreds of prisoners and threaten- 
ing to out-flank the German position on the southern end of the 
Hcardy end and on the western edge of the Soissons-Rheims line. 


The enemy has been forced to withdraw his heavy artillery,
